JOSEPH TWITOHELL. 

Joseph Twitcbell, son of Captain 
Eleazer Twitehell, was the first 
male child born on Bethel Hill, 
and the second male child born in 
the town. 

He was born in the house situat¬ 
ed at the foot of Mill hill, March 
12, 1782. Pie spent'shis minority 
with his father, and received such 
education as the brief schools af¬ 
forded. 

Later in life he engaged, in farm¬ 
ing, his place being east of what is 
now Vernon street. This street is 
part of the road laid out to his 
premises, as shown in the town 
records. Mr, Twitehell may be re¬ 
garded as the father of the Univer- 
salist denomination in Bethel. 
He became convinced of the truth 
of the doctrine of universal salva¬ 
tion at a time when it was very un¬ 
popular, but he was a man of firm 
convictions and outspoken in his 
belief, and lived to see it adopted 
by some of the best citizens of the 
place. 

He was .a. strong temperance 
man, having lived through the pe¬ 
riod when ardent spirits were in 
dulged in to such an extent, and 
learned from observation, of their 
baleful influence. The latter part 
of his life he spent with his son, 
Joseph A.Twitehell, who had erect¬ 
ed a house on Vernon street. 

Here he and his aged wife spent 
their declining years, both Jiving 
to a very old age.

British government thereupon invited 
Venezuela to send a diplomatic representa¬ 
tive of high rank to London for the pur¬ 
pose of settling all questions at issue be¬ 
tween the two countries, and Guzman 
Blanco was dispatched accordingly. After 
protracted negotiations he induced Lord 
Granville, on June 18, 188a, to approve a 
treaty which provided (article 15) that 
any differences between Venezuela and 
England which could not be adjusted in 
ordinary ways should be settled by arbi¬ 
tration. But on July 27 of the same year 
Lord Salisbury, the Tories having come 
into power meantime, informed 1 General 
Blanco that “to engage to refer to arbitra¬ 
tion all disputes and controversies what¬ 
soever would be without precedent in the 
treaties made by GreatBritain. Questions 
might arise, such as those involving the 
title of the British crown to territory or 
other sovereign rights, which her majesty’s 
government could not pledge themselves 
beforehand to refer to arbitration.” 

Therefore Lord Salisbury deliberately re¬ 
pudiated tho Granville treaty, and all sub¬ 
sequent efforts to revive it were unavail¬ 
ing. 

But notwithstanding this harsh action 
the Liberal ministry, which soon took the 
place of Salisbury’s government, showed a 
disposition to recognize the injustice of 
British pretension to sovereignty at the 
mouth of the Orinoco. Lord Bosebery, on 
Jnly 20. 1886, wrote in a spirit of concilia-, 
tion, proposing a boundary line starting 
somewhere to the east of tho Orinoco 
mouth, merely remarking that her majesty 
attached special importance to the posses¬ 
sion of the river Guaima, with the proviso, 
however, that the river Orinoco should he 
“entirely free to commerce navigation.” 

The foregoing detailed review of the his¬ 
torical aspects of England’s claim appears 
to show that Lord Salisbury’s present in¬ 
sistence on the Schomburgk line as the 
boundary between British Guiana and 
Venezuela is merely the development of 
an arbitrary course determined on within 
the past ten years, in contempt of the 
traditions and also the formal record made 
in the 72 years from 1814 to 1886. 

In justification of England’s present at¬ 
titude it is now urged that tho territorial 
limits have always been in debate; that 
she . has really claimed all the time do¬

This view found positive repetition in the 
joint Venezuelan resolution of tho last 
congress, passed unanimously, whioh de¬ 
clared that the controversy “turns exclu¬ 
sively upon simple and readily ascertain¬ 
able historical facts.” 

Consequently Secretary Olnoy’s dispatch 
of last July is, above all other considera¬ 
tions, an emphatic; reaffirmation of a thor¬ 
oughly established policy of state. It is 
also a decided extension of that policy, in 
that it in terms invokes tho Monroe doc¬ 
trine as applicable to the matter. The 
entire practical situation may be summed 
up briefly as follows; 

Our government completely refuses to 
recognize that forcible occupation gives 
Great Britain any title to territory claimed 
by Venezuela, whether west or east of the 
arbitrary Schomburgk line, and insists 
that the legitimate ownership of the terri¬ 
tory, “in its entirety,” can bo decided only 
by arbitration on the basis of “historical 
fact.” 

Ali considerations of historical fact in 
the Venezuelan controversy hinge upon 
one simple question,, What wore, respec¬ 
tively, the geographical limits of the Vene¬ 
zuelan republic when it declared its inde¬ 
pendence of Spnin in 1810 and of British 
Guiana, when England, acquired that col¬ 
ony by treaty from Holland in 1814? 
Thora Is no othor question involved, for 
England has not sinco 18114 added one foot 
of territory to her original British Guiana 
colony by any process whioh can coma 
within the cognizance of the laws of na¬ 
tions. 

From 1814 to 1S41* England never inti¬ 
mated in the slightest manner that she 
deemed horsolf entitled to any important 
portion of tho Atlantia coast west of tho 
Essequibo river. Most interesting and 
valuable ovldouce is afforded, by a long 
note written on May 26, 1836, by Sir Rob¬ 
ert Kor Porter, British charge d’affaires at 
Caracas, to the Venezuelan authorities, 
petitioning them with great earnestness 
to erect a lighthouse at Point Barima and 
otherwise provide for safer navigation at 
the grand mouth of the Orinoco. Mr. 
Porter thus conceded that Point Barima 
and tiie Orinoco mouth were exclusively 
within the jurisdiction of the Venezuelan 
government, and the British foreign office 
never took occasion to repudiate his action 
in that matter until some 50 years later, 
after it had become the fixed policy of the 
London cabinet to hold Point Barima and 
the mouth of the Orinoco by force of arms 
and without admitting arbitration.

A prompt remonstrance was made, and 
Lord Aberdeen, who was then prime min¬ 
ister of England, answered, on "Deo. 11, 
1841, that the marks placed by Mr. Schom- 
buvgk at some points of the country which 
he had surveyed were simply a preliminary 
step, subject to future discussion between 
the $wo governments; that they were the 
only tangible means , of preparing to dis¬ 
cuss the question of limits with the gov- 
ermqent of Venezuela; that they were 
placed with that express object and not, 
as the government of Venezuela seemed 
to fear it,, with the intention of indicating 
dominion or empire on the part of Great 
Britain. Soon afterward Lord Aberdeen 
ordered that all of'Sohomburgk’s posts 
should bo removed. 

Three years later (1844) Lord Aberdeen 
volimtarilyproposod to Senor Forteque, 
Venezuelan plenipotentiary in England, a 
boundary lino beginning on the coast at 
the: mouth of the river Moroco, which 
empties: into the ocean some distance to 
the westward of the Essequibo. 

On Nov. 11, 1850, Mr. Belford Hinton 
Wilson,, charge: d’affaires of Great Britain 
In Venezuela, sont to the Venezuelan gov¬ 
ernment a note specifically contradioting 
a rumor thae England intended olaiming 
Venezuelan Guiana and adding: “The 
Venezuelan government in justice to Great 
Britain, cannot mjstrust for a moment the 
sincerity of the fbrmal declaration which 
is now made in the name and by the ex¬ 
press order of her majesty's government 
that Great Britain has no intention: to'oo- 
cupy or encroach upon the territory in dis¬ 
pute. Therefore tho Venezuelan govern¬ 
ment, in an eqiial spirit of , good faith and 
friendship, cannot refuse to make a sirni- 

" *■ ‘"f"’ — - 

lar 1 declaration to her majesty’s govern¬ 
ment— namely, that Venezuela herself: has 
no intention to occupy or encroach upon 
the-territory in dispute. ” 

Venezuela accordingly gave the desired 
assurance, and thus was established the 
celebrated.status quo of 1850, which Ven¬ 
ezuela has: always adhered to in good faith, 
and which England, during the last dozen 
years, has violated without scruple or 
bounds; 

On Sept. 19,1881, Lord Granville, In a 
note to Senor Rojer, Venezuela’s diplo¬ 
matic agent in England, suggested an 
agreement on a boundary line to begin 
on the coast 29 miles east from; the mouth 
of the river Barima. The starting point 
thus indicated is: well to the east of the 
Orinoco mouth, and, in fact, Granville ex¬ 
plicitly stated that ho had endeavored to 
satisfy the reasonable pretensions and j 
claims of Yenezueiq, giving to her t&e jo

Steady Tone Maintained In Clieese^-Eggs 
X** Firm Position—Potatoes Auay Down. 
Market Well Stocked With Poultry. 

Boston) Dec. 19.—The butter situation 
has gained, more strength and buoyancy, 
and indications favor a firm and healthy 
market for a few weeks. The advances so 
far have been governed strictly by the law 
of supply and demand, and nobody has 
reason to find fault. - The stored Supply 
was unexpectedly reduced by the export 
demand, and fresh supplies have been kept 
low by cold weather in the west. 

Low prices during the summer and 
sutumn have assisted materially in in¬ 
creasing the consumption of butter, and 
the result is that 2D to 25 per cent more 
stock is being used than last year. This, 
taken in connection with the foreign out¬ 
let, has worked a wonderful change in the 
market. 

There has been little export inquiry, 
but no sales to speak of. The advancing 
prices here on all kinds are a block to for¬ 
eign trade, and dealers must wait for a 
better market abroad or drop prices before 
there can be another outward movement. 
Shipments from Boston last week were 
only 50S3 pounds, or about 100 tabs of 50 
pounds each. 

Cheese. 

A steady tone is maintained in the 
cheese market, and holders feel more con¬ 
fident of an improved trade after Jan. 1. 
Fine September and October twins sell in 
lots as wanted at 11 to 11J£ cents,'and 
large singles at 10 to 10)< cents. Early 
make, 8 to 9}4 cents. 

The New York market is a little firmer, 
and, although there is no export demand 
to speak of, there is a hopeful feeling that 
more cheese will soon be wanted. Exports 
from Boston continue quite liberal, biP 
they are nearly all on Canadian account 
and come through from Montreal. 

Other Produce. 

Eggs are in a pretty strong position, and 
fresh western command 23 to 24 cents. 
Fancy eastern and Michigan are worth 25 
cents, but only a small portion of tho re¬ 
ceipts are good enough for that figure. 
Fancy new laid are worth 30 to 3S cents in 
small lots. Refrigerator eggs ljtay be 
quoted at 17 to IS cents, but few sales at 
over 17 cents. Cold storage stock was re¬ 
duced 3708 cases last week. 

The bean market has been dull, and re 
ceivers find it hard to place choice mar¬ 
row pea or mediums at over, $1.30 per 
bushel in large lots. Small sales at $1.40. 
Yellow eyes and red kidneys remain quiet 
at previous prices. 

Potato dealers see. no hope for a better 
market this year. Best eastern hehrons 
are slow at 33 to 35 cents a bushel at the 
railroads, and white stock is dull at 30 
cents. Cabbages and other kinds of veg¬ 
etables con tin uc quiet and low. 

Supplies of poultry are arriving for the 
Christmas trade, and the market is well 
stocked with western turkeys and chick¬ 
ens. Northern turkeys are in light supply 
and command 14 to 16 cents a pound. 
Choice western rule at 13 to 13 cents, and 
common, 10 to 11 cents. Fowls and chick¬ 
ens rule at S to 12 cents, and very gooff lots 
can be bought at 10 cents a pound.

Some of tlie Difficulties Against TVhieh 
Growers of the Weed Contend. 

Only the strongest and most ex¬ 
perienced. coolies can properly cultivate 
an acre and a quarter, and even with 
them the last third of the field is much 
inferior to the rest. Besides, says Good 
Words, tobacco is attacked by several 
insect enemies, and particularly by 
small green caterpillars and large 
grasshoppers. In tobacco intended for 
“fi llin g,” or manufacture, a few holes , 
on the leaf are of less consequence, hut ] 
“wrappers,” to he of any use, must he 
without a flaw, and the “worms,” un¬ 
less carefully liand-pieked, will reduce 
the profits to a very small margin. 

Another peculiarity is that if the to¬ 
bacco is flooded, even to the depth of 
an inch, it instantly perishes, and a 
large part of the expenses of an estate 
consists of an elaborate system of 
“parits,” or drains, to carry off storm 
water—a difficult thing to do in the 
level coast districts. At. length the 
leaves of first-planted “trees” begin to 
wrinkle and show yellow spots, and 
now the peculiar labor system comes 
into action. Each afternoon the coolie 
juts his ripened tobacco and carries it 
to the “bangsul,” or drying shed, of ! 
which there is one to every ten fields.

Glides Ahead of the Battler to Warn It 
of Danger. 

The rattlesnake has a pilot. The 
purpose of this pilot lias never been 
satisfactorily explained, hut it undoubt¬ 
edly serves to protect him in some way. 
It is well known, says the Pittsburgh 
Dispatch, that the rattlesnake is aslug- 
gish reptile, slow of movement and 
short-sighted. 

lie can strike only to the distance of 
his own length, and is not of the con¬ 
strictor species, fighting with his fangs. 
He is not. therefore, dangerous, and 
can he easily whipped by a blaeksnake, 
oi’ any of the constrictor family. Even 
a dog can get the mastery over a rattle¬ 
snake without much danger of being 
injured. 

The pilot appears like a rattlesnake, 
except that he has no rattle, and is 
somewhat darker in color. He is also 
of much quicker movement, and when 
other reptiles or animals appear that 
possibly might prove dangerous to the 
rattler, the pilot, which is not so near¬ 
sighted,'conducts the latter away to a 
place of safety. 

Singularly, the pilot has received hut 
scant attention, except among the na¬ 
tive people of the district where it is 
found, and hut little is known about

IN CONGRESS. 


Condensed Deport of Proceedings 0 f the 
Fifty-Fourth Session. 

"Washington, Dee. 18.—Interest i« both 
branches centered on the president’s message 
on the Venezuelan question. Without party 
distinction the message was warmly com¬ 
mended on all sides. 

, "Ezsudngtox, Dee. 19.—The house passed a 
Dill authorizing tho president to aupoint a; 
commission to investigate the, Venezuelan 
boundary, and appropriating $109,000 for tho 
expenses of the commission. The senate 
shared the general sentiment of bel’igerency 
prevalent,-and from the outset of the session 
the measures p. "posed breathed a spirit of pa¬ 
triotism and 0 - preparation for any emer¬ 
gency that might arise concerning Venezuela. 

Washington, Dec. 20.—The excitement over 
Venezuelan m* ^ters subsided greatly, the re* 
suit being attributable very largely to tha 
facts that the house was not m session, and 
that the senate was disposed to avoid pre¬ 
cipitate action, as was evidenced by the>cour 8 e 
when the house Venezuelan commission hill 
was received. - ' 

Washington, Dec. 21. —The senate, by unani- 
mous vote mid- ,-ithoufc the formality of a roll- 
call, passed the hill already adopted by tlie 
house of. representatives, eir^toworing the 
president to -ppoint a commission to deter¬ 
mine the Venezuelan-British Guiana boun¬ 
dary. Nothing was done in the house. 

Washington, . Deo. 23. — The house re¬ 
sponded to the president’s message by pigeon- 
■ resolution fox? & holiday recess and 

preparing ta go to vvOrlc to provide some 
means for the relief of the treasury. There 
was no differetfee of opiuion, on the surface at 
least, that congress should remain at its post. 
The speaker announced, the committees, and 
the decks were cleared, for business.
